The withdrawal of the old cable and the 
substitution of the most modern electric 
equipment on the West Side and the con- 
version of the cable loop in the heart of the 
city into an electric loop with overhead trol- 
leys, and along different streets than those 
used at present, is an improvement now 
under discussion. Should the plan final- 
Jy be carried out Washington boulevard 
will be extended across the Chicago, River 
to Michigan avenue and continued west to the 


. Desplaines River, and the Washington street 


tunnel will be abandoned. The streets listed 
for the new down-town loop are Fifth av- 
enue, Madison street, Michigan avenue, and 
Randolph street. In lieu of the _ tunnel 
bridges, including a new one of the bascule 
type at Washington street, will be used. 

To make these changes the city myst grant 
the Union Traction company permission to 
change its motive power on the West Side 
roads from cable to electricity. Should the 
city agree to this alteration it is thought 
the North Side would demand that the sur- 
face cars in Clark and Wells streets be al- 
lowed to enter the down-town district in the 
game manner. The City railway likewise is 
expected to ask for trolley permits. The 
abandonment of the cable is said to forecast 
the destruction of the La Salle street as well 
gs the Washington street tunnel, the demoli- 


‘ tion of. the center pier bridges, and subse- 
Quently the substitution of bascule bridges 


in their place. 
{ - Would Solve Two Problems. 

‘The scheme is advanced by citizens of the 
AWeet Side, who see in it a solution both of 
better surface transportation facilities and 
also another east and west boulevard across 
the city. While it is intimated that the 
street car companies are ready to codperate, 
President John M. Roach of the Union Trac- 
tion cOmpany said last night that the mat- 
ter had not been submitted to the company, 
but that it was wiling to discuss it with West 
Side citizens at any time. | 

“The citizens want the boulevard,”’ said 
one of the West Park commissioners. 
“They want quicker transportation 
facilities, and the street car companies are 
eager and willing to make the change in their 
motive power. This loop question, I believe, 
is of importance to everybody. It will great- 
ly relieve the congested condition of the 


' down-town thoroughfares and will be of ben- 


efit in many ways.”’ 


‘ Park Board Takes Up Project. 

The scheme already has advanced to the. 
passage of resolutions yesterday by the West 
Park board providing for the extension of 
Washington boulevard to Michigan avenue 
on the east and to the Desplaines River on 
the west, and the appointment of a commit- 
tee to confer with like committees from the 
South Park board, from the City Council, 


_ and from the trustees of the Town of Cicero, 


the Villages of Austin, Oak Park, Maywood, 
River Forest, and Harlem. The consent of 
abutting property-owners is necessary be- 
fore the change can be inaugurated. 

It is urged in favor of the proposition that 
Jackson boulevard is one of the most crowd- 
ed thoroughfares in the city and requires the 
addition of another channel for the east 
and west boulevard traffic. If the plan is 
received with favor by the other bodies 
which will have to act upon it, it is expected 
to relieve the congested district ‘nm anether 
way, as the abolition of the cable and the 
substitution of electric power would enable 
the cars, to enter the down-town district 
and leave it with more freedom. 

In introducing the resolutions Commission- 
er A. J. Graham said that he had held no 
conference with the representatives of the 


Union Traction company, but he expressed 
the belief they would consent at least to 


the removal of one of the Washington street 
tracks between Fifth avenue and State 
street, a section in which only one track is 
utilized. 


Resolutions Unanimously Adopted. 
The resolutions, which were adopted unani- 
Mmously, follow: 


Whereas, By petition of the dbutting owners, the 

thoroughfare known as Washington boul:vard has 
been declared and maintained by this board as a 
Boulevard from Halsted street to Fifty-second av- 
enue, being a distance of five and one-half miles; 
' Whereas, The extension of Washington boulevard 
from Michigan avenue on the east to the Des- 
Plaines River on the west will add to the beautv of 
the city, afford pleasure to its inhabitants, and 
enhance the valu: of the abutting property; and, 
Whereas, The present time is most auspicious 
for the consideration of the proposed improvement 
by the City Council of the City of Chicago, before 
its passags of ordinances affecting the street in 
Question; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Board of West Chicago Park 
Commissioners, that it favors the extension of 
Washington boulevard from Michigan avenue to 
the Desplaines River. 

Resolved, That a special committee be appointed 

‘by the President to confer with Hke committees 
which the board hereby requests to b2 appointed 
by the South Park Commissioners, the Council of 
the City of Chicago, the Trustees of the Town of 
Oicero, the Villages of Austin, Oak Park, May- 
wood, River Forest, and Harlem, and ths abutting 
Property-owners, to accomplish the purpose herein 
expressed. 

Resolved, That copies of these resolutions be 
maiisd to the proper officers of the public bodies 
herein mentioned. 

The

nue to the Desplaines River, a distance of 
nearly four miles.

BOULEVARDS ARE TORN UP 


Now Taxpayers Must Put Up 
$16,000 for Work and Trees 
Park Board Is Put- 
ting In. 


SUDDARD SEEKS A NEW JOB. 


-Postholes have become an important factor 
in politics. They afford the means of making 
votes. But when citizens of the Second Con- 
gressional District cast their ballots a ‘week 
ago against William Lorimer their votes 
counted heavily against postholes. Evident- 
ly there were not enough postholes dug, 
though there nearly 1,000 of them. 

The West Park board, however, knows all 
about postholes, for the West Park board is 
now paying the bills for filling up holes in 
the ground which were expected to aid in 
the return to Congress of Mr. Lorimer, 
sometimes called ‘‘ Boss of the Tenth Ward.” 
The bill totals $10,000 as wages to ‘‘ work- 
men’ who made these excavations during 
the six weeks preceding election, and more 
than £6,000 for the trees to fill these “‘ post- 
holes.”’ 


Expensive Knowledge of ‘“‘ Postholes.” 

Residents along Ashland boulevard, Jack- 
son boulevard, Twelfth street, and Douglas 
boulevard have gained a knowledge of ** post- 
holes."”” For their money—in taxes—is now 
paying for the 695 new sapling trees which 
are being used to fill in the chain of holes 
which have made these thoroughfares look 
like the preliminaries to a.foundation for a 
new ‘“‘sky-scraper.”’ They are wondering, 
however, why hardy shade trees have been 
torn out along their sidewalks and new trees 
set in their place; also why new trees are 
being placed between thrifty trees already 
well grown. 


Seize on Four Boulevards. 


Six weeks before election day gangs of 
workmen took possession of the four princi- 
pal boulevards of the West Park system. 
They began using pick and shove) around the 
shade trees. Residents asked each other 
why their sidewalks were being decorated 
with “ postholes."" But the workmen kept 
on. At the end of each week new hands took 
up the picks and shovels. : 

In Ja boulevard they dug.trom. five. 
to nine holes in each block. Many trees were 
yanked out and new trees are being placed 
in each hollow in the earth, though the trees 
already planted are so close together that 
no More can grow to any size between them. 
Some of the holes, that were dug merely to 
give political jobs, were unblushingly filled 
up yesterday without even the nominal ex- 
cuse of a tree planting. 

“They've struck Douglas boulevard,” said 
a resident of that thoroughfare yesterday 
evening. ‘* The trees had been in place but 
two years, and those removed were not dead. 
Before election it was a common statement 
that ‘if * Billy’ Lorimer is elected he will 
fill up the holes,’ but it would seem that the 
West Park board inherits all that trouble.” 


' Gives Work to Hundreds. 
The Tenth Ward man’s followers made a 


straightforward statement as to the “ dug- 


for-a-sewer "' appearance of the West Side 
boulevards. They explain why 866 names 
went on to the West Park pay-rolls prior to 
election. President J. W. Suddard of the 
board asserts that the number was but 560-- 
** though the pay-rolls will be needed to verlfy 
this ’’—and pay-rolls cannot be forthcoming 
“until tomorrow.”’ 

“ Every nian who asked for a job got it,” 
admitted one member of Mr. Lorimer’s Cam- 
paign committee. “ Every man who asked 
got a job all right. The tearing out of wld 
trees along the west park boulevards fur- 
nished berths for several hundred. But there 
were other places, too.”’ 


Suddard Snows of No Work. 


After election was over and a m& jority of 
4.152 had been counted against the Second 
District Congressman by the police returns 
the West Park board lost all interest in the 
boulevard ‘* posthole ”’ digging and gave a 
contract to the Rosehill Nursery company 
to fill the excavations, This company is now 
relaying the trees. President J. W. Suddard 
<r that he knew little about the mat- 
er 

“ Are you making any improvements along 
the boulevards?’ he was asked yesterday. 

“Nothing at all,” was his reply. 

se no holes? Doing nothing at 
all?’’ 

“O, T believe they have been digging some 
holes,”” he admitted. ‘Taking out dead 
trees, you know.”’ 


Tree Bill of $6,009 Approved. 

At the board meeting yesterday Mr. Sud- 
dard concurred in the approval of the nursery 
company’s bill of $6,009.23—‘“' thirty six-inch 
trees at $13 each and 665 five-inch trees at 
$8.45 each.”’ 

The new trees are being set in black dirt. 
On this hangs another contract. The “ black 
dirt ’’ for the west parks ts being hauled by M. 
L.. Solomon, an employé of the Circuit Court 
Clerk's office, who holds the contract in com- 
bination with Mike McGovern, who 
involved with Patrick Kenefick in the coal 
troubles of 1896. 

“Mr. Solomon doesn't do anything over 
here for his $150 a month he gets as a county 
employé,”’ said an official of the County 
Building. ‘‘ His duty is to keep an eye out 
for any shift in sentiment here and to pass 
the word on to Mr. Lorimer. He is Mr. Lort- 
mer’s ‘look-out’ man. He gets $2.50 a load 
for dirt from the West Park board. We know 
that he has made efforts to get the time- 
keeper— Pat’ Carey—to count in an extra 
load at times. Carey refused.”’ 


Suddard After 

With the approval of the “ posthole” 
digging on the West Side boulevard came the 
informal announcement yesterday that Pres- 
ident Suddard is an avowed candidate for 
the superintendency of the West Park sys- 
tem when Governor-elect Yates shall ap- 
point the new Board of Commissioners for 
this park system. 

“That means a salary of $3,500 a year,”’ 
said Mr. Suddard’s champion, “ while as a 
member of the board one serves merely for 
the honor of the office." 

Mr, Suddard gave his assent to the feo of 
$19,C00 recently allowed E. T. Noonan for 
special legal services. 


WIN STRIKE BUT 60 OUT 


SANTA FE’S WESTERN EMPLOYES 
IDLE HOUR AND A HALF. 


Eleven Hundred Telegraphers and 
Station Agents Stop Work While 
Word Is Being Sent Them from Chi- 
cago That Their Demands Are Grant- 
ed—Trafic West of Albaquerque Is 
Tied Up Till Message of Victory Can 
Ge Through. 


Eleven hundred station agents and tele- 
graph operators employed on the Santa Fé 
railroad system west of Albuquerque, N. M., 
went on a strike at noon (Chicago time) yes- 


this city tied up all traffic on the far western) 
division for an hour and a half. The brief 
strike won for the employés demands for 
which they had been fighting for six weeks. 
The increase in wages allowed will aggregate 
$20,000 a year. Eight hours’ rest is guaran- 
teed out of each twenty-four. 
During the interval between the time the 
- men left the telegraph keys and before they 
went to work there were exciting scenes in 
the Chicago offices of the Santa Fé railroad 
on the eleventh floor of the Great Northern 
Building. At 11:55 a. m., five minutes be- 
fore the hour for which the strike was called, 
J. M. Barr, Third Vice President of the Santa 
Fé, informed M. M. Dolphin, President of 
the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, that the 
company would grant the men’s demands. 
President Dolphin hurried to the train dis- 
patcher’s room next door and started to send 
a message to Albuquerque calling” the strike 
off. He had sent three lines of the message 
when the clock struck 12 and the keys be- 


came silent. 


Operators Quit ‘Their Keys. 

Every operator on the line, from Albu- 
querque, N. M., to Los Angeles, Cal., a dis- 
tance of 888 miles, had left his post of duty 
and business in that territory came to a 
standstill. Passenger and freight trains 
stopped at points where dispatchers’ mes- 
sages were expected, but not found. 

Dolphin and the railroad people, finding 
the strike on in spite of them, hurried to 
the Western Union Telegraph Building, and 
after an hour and a half Dolphin succeeded 
in reaching the representative of the order 
of telegraphers at Needles, Cal. To him he 
gent the following message: 

“Call strike off. The railroad company 
has acceded to the demands of the men. 
Use your utmost influence to get men back 
to their places and to reéstablish traffic at 
all points.”’ 

But the man at the other end of the line 
refused to accept the message. “‘ How do 
I know you are Dolphin?” he queried. 


“0. K.” Ends the Strike. 

President Dolphin sent back the secret sign 
of the order and then the answer came‘ O 
K.” That practically énded the strike. 

Within an hour Pressident Dolphin. re- 
ceived several hundred telegrams from ali 
parts of the United States, Canada, and 
Mexico, where the organization has a mem- 
bership, congratulating him on the victory. 

For a week a committee of the order has 
been in the city negotiating with Third Vice 
President Barr for a settlement of a scale of 
wages. This commitee included:

Dolphin Tells of the Victory. 
_ President Dolphin was happy over the out- 
come of the brief strike last night. 
For six weeks,’’ sald he, the officers of 
the order have been trying to induce the 
Santa Fé to adopt the standard scale of 
wages on its lines west of Albuquerque. 
That is, to give the men out there the same 
salary employés east of Albuquerque and 
those on the Southern Pacific receive. 

** West of Albuquerque is territory newly 
acquired by the company and the men have 
been working for small wages. Some of 
them were receiving only $15 or $20 a month 
and they were on call twenty-four hours a 
day. 

“We made up a new scale and asked for 
eight hours’ rest out of the twenty-four. 
The advance in wages asked for and granted 
will amount to nearly $20,000 a year to the 
men and their average yearly earnings will 
be $70 a month, and the eight hour rest has 
been granted also. After we formulated o 
demands we could gett no satisfaction in the 
West. 


Men Present Their Ultimatum. 

** At length, a week ago, we became tired 
and came to headquarters here in Chicago 
and entered into direct negotiations with Mr. 
Barr. After numerous conferences we were 
told that our demands would be refused. On 
Saturday night we presented to Mr. Barra 
schedule of wages which we said would be 
the lowest accepted by our men in case of 
further dispute, and with this ultimatum left 
the office. 

“In the meantime the men out West be- 
came impatient at our delay, and took the 
matter into their owr hands. This morning 
I received a message from the West stating 
that the men would go on strike.of theirown 
accord at noon ay, Chicago time. 

‘*! notified Mr. Barr of the message at 11 
o'clock. He waited until within five minutes 
of the appointed hour and then told me our 
demands would be granted. It was then I 
tried to get a message through to stop the 
strike, but the men quit ue as | was sending 


it. 


COLLEGE PROFESSOR IS 
COMPELLED TO RESIGN BY 
MRS. JANE L. STANFORD. 


Edward A. Ross, Head of Department of 
Economics, Forced Out for Speaking 
Against Coolie Labor Which Mrs. 


Stanford Employs. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 13.—|[Special.|— 
It was learned at Stanford University today 
that Professor Edward A. Ross, head of the 
department of economics, had been forced 
out of his position and compelled to resign 
by order of Mrs. Jane L. Stanford, widow of 
the founder of the university, because Pro- 
fessor Ross «poke against coolie immigration 
and also in favor of municipal ownership of 
water, gas, and street rallroads. 

Mrs. Stanford !s a large employer of Chi- 
nese and Japanese on a vineyard in Tehama 
County and she also owns a large block of 
Market Street railway stock. She imagined 
Ross was attacking her interests and several 
months ago she demanded that President 
Jordan dismiss him. 

Jordan persuaded her not to take this ac- 
tion. but when Ross learned of her attitude 
and what she had said be sent in his res'gna- 
tion. 

Ross is regarded as one of the strongest 
men on the Stanford faculty. He was re- 
cently given a medal by the International 
Institute of Sociology in Paris, an honor 
given only to those who have done origina! 
work in their specialty. He came here from

EACH WANTS MORE MONEY. 


FEAR FOR SENATOR C. K. DAVIS. 


Complication of Bright’s Disease Causes 
Relatives to Lose Hope of His 
Eventual 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 1 13.—The grave com- 
plications disclosed by the physicians in at- 
tendance upon Senator C. K. Davis have 
greatly depressed his family and friends, 
who hitherto have been hopeful of a favor- 
able outcome of his prolonged iliness. His 
wife, his aged parents, and two sisters, who 
are in constant attendance upon him, now 
realize the probability of a fatal result, and 
that at no distant time. At midnight a bul- 
letin was issued saying he was more restless 
tonight and that his temperature was 99 and 
his pulse 120. 

It ts said that the Senator himself is not, 
cognizant of the extremely serious character. 
of his illness, though he is, of course, aware 
that he is being treated for another, and pos- 
sibly more serious ailment, than that with 
which he at first contended—Bright’s disease. 

His family fear his weakened system will 
hardly enable him to fight the disease as he 
might have done had he not been subjected 
to a wearisome siege of nine weeks.. It is 
said the Senator suffers little pain, and the 
wounded foot is beginning to heal nicely, 
and few unfavorable symptoms are noted so 
far as it are concerned. A statement was 
made today by a close friend of the family, 
who said: 

** Drs. Stone and Lankester yesterday dis- 
covered evidences of Bright's disease.

BARS OUT DOWIE COLONY, 


IMMIGRATION COMMISSIONER OR- 
LACEMAKERS BACK. 


‘Twenty-five Zionists Bound for Chicago 
with Complete Outfit Refused Ad- 
mission to United States on Grounds 
They Came Under Contract — Case 
Is Appealed and Secretary of Treas- 
ury Will Make Final Decision Be- 
fore Saturday. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 13.—[Special.}— 
Alexander Dowle’s colony of twenty- 
five English lacemakers, which arrived here 
yesterday on the Waesland from Liverpool, 
was today debarred by the immigration serv- 
ice on the ground that the colonists were 
brought to this country under contract. 

As soon as Commissioner John J. 8S. Rodg- 
ers was informed of the suspicion that the 
twenty-five passengers intended to proceed 
to Dowle’s Zion, near-Chicago, he organized 
a board of inquiry, consisting of Inspector 
James L. Hughes and three other employés 
of the office, and ordered an investigation 
made at once. The board held its hearing at 
the immigration office at the foot of Wash- 
ington avenue early this morning and had 
before it the six men and five women and 
fourteen children composing the party. 


Deny Dowie Brought Them. 

It was learned that all of the party were 
related and that the men were lace workers 
from Nottingham, England. They denied at 
first they were engaged by Dowle to come 
here and establish big lace factories near 
Chicago, but it was finally proved by the 
testimony that the cost of passage of the 
entire party had been defrayed by Dowile’s 
agents. Further inquiry revealed the fact 
that Dowie had secured at Easton, a small 
town near Nottingham, England, a complete 
lacemaking plant, and that the same was 
now on its way to Chicago. The English 
lacemakers, while denying they had come to 


| this country under contract, admitted they 


had heard of Dowile’s colonization town and 
were going there for the purpose of endeav- 
oring to secure employment. 

After the board completed its inquiry and 
made its report to the commissioner it was 
decided lacemaking was not a new indus- 
try in this country, and that the bringing of 
lacemakers here on contract was in direct 
violation of the contract labor law, under 
which they were held. All the evidence se- 
cured by the board went to prove that the 
party was brought here for the purpose of 
working in the Zion lace mills. They were 
accordingly debarred from the country and 
the steamship company officially notified to 
return the entire party to England. 


Appeal from Decision. 

Under the law the members of the party 
have the right to appeal from the decision 
of the commissioner, and they were accord- 
ingly informed. The appeal is taken to the 
head of the department at Washington, and 
finally to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
whose decision in these cases is final. As 
the Waesland does not sail until Saturday 
next, there is sufficient time to make the ap- 
peal. Commissioner Rodgers has already 
transmitted to Washington the result of the 
board's investigation and also his decision. 

At this time the party is detained on board 
the Waesland at Washington avenue wharf.

I was holding her head in my hand, when 
I noticed that my hand was wet and dis- 
covered that Mrs. Potter's head was bleed- 
ing. Margaret ran to the telephone and 
summoned the police through the operator 
at the telephone station and then rang up 
Dr. Fernand Henrotin. 

“While she was doing this I turned on 
the electric lights in the house, knowing this 
would attract the attention of any policemen 
in the vicinity, the regular men on the beat 
being thoroughly familiar with our habits 
and knowing that the illumination of the 
house at that hour of the morning would 
mean something wrong. It couldn’t have 
been more than five minutes, probably less, 
when Policeman Fletcher rang the doorbell 
and asked what was the matter, and a few 
minutes later the patrol wagon came with 
the policemen from the Larrabee Street 
Station. 

“Mrs. Potter Was the only person who saw 
the man in the house, and she can give but 
an imperfect description of him. Our sleep- 
ing chamber is partly lighted by an oricie 
window, outside of which is an arc light 
on the Lake Shore drive, and, while this 
gives enough illumination to enable one to 
move around the room, it is not enough to 
reveal one’s features at any distance.

United States Ambassador Ad- 


dresses Learned Audience 
at Edinburg. 


ROSEBERY ADDS PRAISE, 


Former Premier of. England 
Makes Graceful Speech of 


Presentation. 


WORDS ARE WELL RECEIVED.

LONDON, Nov. 14, 3 a. m.—Lord Rosebery, 
ft would seem from the remarks he made at 
Edinburg last night, is almost as great an 
admirer of Abraham Lincoln as he fs of 
Napoleon. he former Premiier presided at 
the inaugural meeting of the Edinburg 
philosophical institution when United States 


_Ambassador Joseph Choate delivered his ad- 


dress on Lincoln. 

“Abraham Lincoln,” said Lord Rosebery, 
“was one of the Breat figures of the nine- 
teenth cenfury, to me he seems to be a second 
founder of the great American republic. — 

“His strength rested on two rocks—name- 
ly: the bedrock of unflinching principle and 
the bedrock of Nlimitable common sense: 
There is moreover one distinguishing feature 
which dissociates Lincoln from all the other 
great men who have figured in history, and 
thatavas his immense fund of humor.” 


Compliment of Lord Rosebery. 

In introducing Ambassador Choatg, Lord 
Rosebery, said: 

“The Ambassador {s one of that choice 
succession of men whom the United States 
has sent England, who has endeared him- 
self to the people of this country to a re- 
markable degree by his brilliant and genial 
qualities.” 

Mr. Choate’s address was well received by 
the audience, which was perhaps the most 


critical and the most learned in England. 


Address of Ambassador Choate. 


Mr. Choate in opening said that fiction fur- 
nished no romance like that of the life of 
Abraham Lincoln. He then described his 
early years of.poverty and hardships from 
his birth in the windowless Kentucky cabin 
whtil the time he was 21 and had cleared 
fifteen acres of land and split the rails to 
fence it in. Describing his mode of life Mr. 


Choate said: 


“From the time when he could barely 
handle tools until he attained his majority, 
Lincoln's life was that of a simple farm 
laborer, poorly ciad, housed, and fed, at 
work either on his father’s wretched farm, 
or hired out to neighboring farmers. But 
in spite, or perhaps by means, of this rude 
environment, he grew to be a_ stalwart 
giant, reaching 6 feet 4 at 19, and fabulous 
stories are told of his feats of strength.” 

From the time Lincoln was defeated for 
the Illinois State Legislature in 1832, throygh 
his career in that body, and his single term 
in Congress, Mr. Choate related the inci- 
dents of the-second twenty-five years of 
his life. He paid particular attention to 
the legal practice of those days when jus- 
tleé was more simple and direct than it aft- 
@rwards became. He told how the young 
man had developed as an orator and coun- 
selor and the reputation he’ had gained. 


Chosen as Nation’s Leader. . 


.“* It.was this reputation,” said the speaker, 
“ and this impression and the familiar know]- 
edge of his character which had.come to them 
from his local leadership that happily in-. 
aspired the people of the West to present him 
gs their: candidate, and to press him upon 


_ the Republican convention of 1860 as the {it 
and necessary leader in the struggle for life

“* That struggle, as you all know, arose out 
ef the terrible question of. slavery—and I 
must trust to your general knowledge of the 
history of that question to make intelligible 
the attitude and leadership of Lincoln as the

contest.’’ 
After sketching the development of the 
war issues Mr. Choate told of the final 


‘threat of secession and said: 


‘Lincoln's powerful arguments carried 
His moral nature 
was thoroughly aroused—his conscience was 
stirred to the quick: Unless slavery: was 
Wrong, nothing was wrong. ; 

** He foresaw with unerring vision that the 
conflict was inevitable and irrepressible—that 
one or the other, the right or the wrong, free- 
dom or slavery, must ultimately prevail, and 
wholly prevail, throughout the country; and 
this was the principle that carried the war, 
once begun, to a finish. 


His First Sight of Lincoln. 


a “It is now forty years since I first saw 
and heard Abraham Lincoln, but the impres- 


sion which he left on my mind is Inefface- 
able. After his great successes in the West 
he came to New York to make a political 
address. He appeared in every sense of the 
word: like one of the plain people among 


whom he loved to be counted. At first sight , 


there was nothing impressive or imposing 
about him—except that his great stature sin- 
gied him out from the crowd; his clothes 
hung.awkwardly on his giant frame, his 
face was of a dark pallor, without the slight- 
est tingle of color; his seamed and rugged 
features bore the furrows of hardship and 
struggle; his deep-set eyes looked sad and 
anxious; his countenance in repose gave 
little evidence of that brain power which 
had raised him from the lowest to the highest 
station among his countrymen. 

“When he spoke he wa transformed; his 
eye kindled, his voice rang, his face shone 
and seemed to light up the whole assembly. 
For an hour and a half he held his audience 
in the hollow of his hand. His style of 
speech and manner of delivery were severely 
simple. What Lowell called ‘the grand 
simplicities of the Bible,’ with which he 
was so familiar, were reflected in his dis- 
course. 

“That night the great hall, and the next 
day the whole city, rang with delighted 
applause and congratulations, and he who 
had come as a stranger departed with the 
Jaurels of a great triumph. 

“Alas! in five years from that exulting 
night, I saw him again, for the last time, in 
the same city, borne in ‘his coffin through its 
draped streets.” 

After describing the magnitude of the war 
and its burdens the speaker continued: 


', “In all the grandeur of the vast power 


that he wielded he never ceased to be one 
of the plain people, as he always calileo 
them, never lest or impaired his perfec! 
sympathy with them, was always in perfect 
touch with them and open to their appeals: 
and here lay the secret of his personality 
and of his power, for the people in tufr 
ghve him their absolute confidence. His 
courage, his fortitude, his patience, bis hope- 
fulness, were sorely tried but never ex- 
hausted.

“He was tender-hearted to a fault, anc

By it the President, as Commander-in-Caief 
in time of actual armed rebellién, and as 
a fit and necessary war measure for sup: 
pressing the rebellion, proclaimed all per- 
sons held as slaves in the States and parts 
of States then tn rebellion to be thencefor- 
ward free, and ceclared the executive, with 
the army and navy, would recognize and 
maintain their freedom. 

“The conception and execuiion were €X- 
clusively his. He laid it before his Cabinet 
as a measure on which his mind was made:

“Tt came not an hour too soon; but public 
opinion In the North weuld not have sus- 
tained it earlier.” 

‘ Lincoln’s Unerring Judgment. 

Then detailing the ideas of the situation 
commonly accepted abroad at that time Mr.

Lincoln issued his proclamation 
he ‘knew that all these ideas were founded 
in error; that the national resources were in-| 
exhaustible; that the government coufd and 
would win, and that if slavery, were once 
finally disposed ‘of, the only cause of differ- 
ence being out of the way, the North and 
South would come together again, and, 
by and by, be as good friends as ever. | 

growth and development of Lincoln's, 
mental power and moral force, of his intense 
and magnetic personality, after the vast 
responsibilities of government were thrown 
wpon him at the age of 5%, furnish a rare 
and striking illustration of the marvelous 
capacity and adaptability of the human in- 
tellect—of the sound mind in the sound 
body. He came to the discharge of the great

War produced in my case at the most im. 
pressionable moment of my life.

CHINESE PRINCES OBJECT TO CON- 


DEMNING THEMSELVES. 


Other Terms of Proposal Drafted by 
Envoys May Be Accepted by Impe- 
rial Government—London Times Ed- 
itorial Asserts That United States 

Cannat Consistently Oppose Action 
Contemplating Benefit of All Pow- 
ers Alike.

LONDON, Nov. 14, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Dr. Marrison in Pekin, dated 
Nov. 1l, says: . 

“ As far as it is possible to judge, China 
will wilingly accede to all the terms of the 
conjoint note now ready to be presented 
subject to the approval of the home govern- 
ments, except the demand for the death pen- 
alty against Princes and officials, which it 


-{s impossible to fulfil while the court is in 


the hands of these accused officials.” 

“ Regarding the Americans’ alleged oppo- 
sition to the execution of Chinese officials,” 
says the Times’ editorial leader, *‘ none of 
the powers desire to inflict upon any one of 
them more than their just desserts. The 
American people, we are confident, cannot 
‘desire that they should receive less. If this 
be the case it is difficult to see how America 
could justify in other cyes the refusal upon 
her part to join the other powers in steps 
whidh may be needed to secure this result, a 
result as indispensable to the protection of 
her citizens and her interests in China as 
to the protection of those of the rest of the 
commercial powers."’ 


‘Want Chinese Soldiers Removed. 

A dispatch to the Times from Shanghal, 
Nov. 12, says: “ It is strongly held here that 
the terms of peace should include the re- 
moval of the Chinese soldiery from the neigh- 
berhood of Shanghal. 

“The native press states that Lt Kunyi 
urges Chang Chihtung to codperate in repel- 
ling any expedition against Singan Fu, via 
Hankau.

May Destroy Ming Tombs,

LONDON, Nov. 14, 3 a. m.—The London 
morning papers are again agitated concern- 
ing the stability of the concert of the powers 
in China. .The attitude of Germany and the 
United States meet with disapproval, the 
former because Count von Waldersee ‘has 
sent a column to destroy the Ming tombs, an 
act which is regarded as needlessly vindic- 
tive, and the latter because ft threatens té 
break up ‘the concert. 

The Daily Chronicle comments strongly 
upon the American attitude as a ‘ feeble 
compromise which it is impossible to ac- 
cept.’’ 

The Morning Post says: ‘“ It would be un- 
reasonable for the United States to break up 
the concert because they do not desire in- 
demnity. The powers would probably be 
willing to consider America’s objections. If, 
however, the United States have in view 
some new combination ef powers, it would be 
necessary for Great Britain and Germany to 
agree upon a common policy to be pursued 
in the absence of a, general agreement.’ 

The Standard, which dismisses the subject 
with a mere reference, says: 

¥ American opinion on the Chinese prob- 
lem is too uncertain to be considered seri- 
ously.”’ 

Russians Hold Arsenal. 

‘A special dispatch from Tien Tsin, dated 
Nov. 10, says a force of Russians has cap- 
tured the arsenal northe&st of Yang-Tsun 
with trifling loss, killing 200 Chinese and 
capluring a quantity of arms and treasure. 


Expedition Going North. 

PEKIN, Nov. 11, via Shanghai, Noy. 13.— 
Another small German expedition goes north 
tomorrow, in spite of the fact that these 
punitive raids are strongly criticised here as 
serving no good purpose. Reports of the 
death of the Dowager Empress are persis- 
tent, though there is no official confirmation 
of them, communication with the court being 
irregular. There is a growing belief, how- 
ever, that she will never return to Pekin. 


Hart to Arrange Indemnity. 

SHANGHAI, Noy. 13.—It Is asserted here 
that the Empress Dowcger has appointed 
Sir Robert Hart, Director of Chinese Jm- 
perial Maritime Customs, to arrange the in- 
demnity question with the powers. An im- 
perial edict appoints Li Hung Chang to re- 
place General Yung Lu as Generalissimo of 
the northern army. 


TELLS OF AMUR MASSACRES. 


Belgian Traveler Describes Scenes Along 


the River After the Russian ‘ 
Invasion. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The Globe this after- 
noon publishes a letter from a Belgian, who 
has been travcling to Pekin via the Transsi- 
berian railroad. He describes, under date of 
Sept. 6, what he saw inthe Amur River. His 
account surpasses in horror those previously 
published. 

“ The scenes I have witnessed during th 
three days since the steamer left Blagovet- 
chensk,”’ he says, “ are horrible beyond be- 
lief. It is the closing tableau of a fearfu) 
human tragedy. Two thousand were delib- 
erately drowned at Morxo. 2,000 at Rabe, and 
8,000 around Blagovetchensk, a total of 12.000 
corpses incumbering the river, among which 
were thousands of women and children. Last 
week a boat had to plow its way through a 
tangie of dead lashed together by their long 
hair. 

“ From Blagovetchensk to Aigun, forty-five 
kilometers. numerous villages had studded 
the bank, with a thriving, industrious popu- 
lation of over 100,000. That of Aigun was 20,- 
ooo. No one will ever know the number of 
these who perished by shot, sword, and 
stream. Nota villageis left. The silence of 
death was around us, the smoking ruins of 
Aigun on the right, with broken-down, 
crumbling walls, and shattered, roofless

EMPIRE IDEA NEW IN ENGLAND. 


Alleyne Ireland, in Opening Lecture at 
Chicago University, Says It 
Dates from 1887. 


Mr. Alleyne Ireland, who has been making 
a study of colonization for the last thirteen 
years among the colonies of England and 
other European nations, began his series 
of lectures at the University of Chicago yes- 
terday. He spoke in the afternoon on “ The 
Colonization of Tropical Countries,” and 
gave an address tn the evening on “* The 
Foreign Relations of China.” - 

In the afternoon he spoke in particular of 
the rise of the imperialistic, or. colonial em- 
pire, idea in England. He stated that uritil 
1886 tho Imperiaiistic idea was not thought of 
in England, and it was not till 1887 that it 
was accepted. Before that time the utter- 
ances of the statesmen and great newspapers 
had been distinctly against a colonial em- 
pire, and the Times had approved Lord Rus- 
sell’'s statement in 1850 that the colonies 
ought to be allowed to separate from the 
mother country If they wished, 


the Increasing desire of the European coun- 
tries for more possessions, and said that the 
greatness of England did not He in its colo- 
nies, but the greatness of the colonies rested 
in the protection of England, and if sep- 
arated from England they would be swal- 
lowed up by other nations. 

From this time on the imperialistic idea 
grew in favor. Mr. Ireland attributed, as 
one of the causes of its growth, the influence 
of the literature which has been published 
in favor of Imperialism. 

In his evening lecture Mr. Ireland dwelt 
on the fact that, In diplomatic relations with 
other countries, China had never been con- 
cerned with one nation alone, but it had 
always been China, Russia, and England, or 
some other such combination. He said such 
was the case now, and that the main struggle 
lies between England and Russia. He thinks 
Russi& will gain control of the government, 
wiile nominally leaving the present admin- 
istration in power.

After quitting Biltmore Colwell said he 
worked for a time in thé office of former 
Vice President Hobart and then went West. 
Through the influence of a friend he secured 
a position in the office ‘of the Mexican Gen- 
eral Electric company in September, 1898, 
and remained there until last May, when 
he came to the “ States ’’ to have his wife's 
eyes examined.

In the City of Mexico he met Frank 
Carmody, who was recently arrested in Far- 
g°, N. D., as the principal in the robbery 
of the safe of the Mexican General Electric 
company. Colwell was charged with being 
the accomplice in the robbery.

BADS TO FAILURE 


ESTATE OF EX-MAYOR STRONG OF 
GOTHAM BADLY INVOLVED. 


Receiver Takes Charge of Wholesale 
Dry House of Which the Col- 


onel Was the Head — Wealth Esti- 
mated in the Millions May Vanish 
Wherm Accounts Are Checked Up— 
Firm) Supposed to Be Worth $1,000,- 
000 New Believed Insolvent. 


New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.]—The whole- 

sale dry goods house of W. L. Strong & Co., 
at 75 Worth street; founded by the late 
William L. Strong thirty-four years ag>d 
and supposedly one of the healthiest finan- 
clally in the country, passed into the hands 
of a receiver today. Financial complica- 
tions of a character which will not be made 
clear for several days caused the rece!ver- 
ship. 
The affairs of the firm are curiously in- 
volved and the Habilities may prove to be 
greatly in excess of the assets, though the 
firm supposed to be worth $1,000,000 
above all its debts. Three attachments ag- 
gregating $324,160 were filed against the 
firm in Philadelphia late in the afternoon. 
Other attachments for large amounts are 
expected to be filed tomorrow in this and 
other cities. 


Worry May Have Hastened Death. 

Ex-Mayor Strong died on Nov. 2. It was 
said in the wholesale dry goods district this 
afternoon that the affairs of the firm had 
been. in’ a complicated state for more than 
thrée months. Some asserted that anxiety 
for the reputation of the firm he had ex- 
pected to leave as a monument to his busi- 
ness integrity and segacity had ,jhastened 
Colonel Strong’s death. How serfously his 
estate, aside from his interests in the firm, 
may be affected by the affairs of William L. 
Strong & Co. will not be known until the re- 
ceiver has gone over all the books. 

Colonel Strong was supposed to have left 
between 3,000,000 and $5,000,000. ‘The de- 
velopments of today show he left nothing ap- 
proaching the smaller sum. His will, filed 
for probate on Monday, gave no hint of the 
value of the estate. He left everything to 
his widow in trust, the estate at her death to 
be divided between his two children, Mrs. Al- 
bert R. Shattuck and Putnam Bradley 


Strong, | 
Executors Ask for a Receiver. 

The application for the appointment cofsa 
receiver was made by Putnam Bradley 
Strong and Albert R. Shattuck, Colonel 
Strong's son-in-law, as executors of the will. 
An effort was first made to make ‘t appear 
that the asking for a receiver was merely a 
perfunctory legal matter, due to the death 
of Colonel tSrong. and as a 
for a reorganization. 

The petition contained this peculiar clause: 
“ That the said firm, William L. Strong & 
Co., had no written articles of agreement of 
partnership, and the said firm became dis- 
solved on the 2d day of November, 1900, by 
the death of William L. Strong.”

was 4 close friend of Colonel Strong. Mr. 
Treat gave out the following statement: 

1 The death of W. L. Strong and the death 
of F. H. Stott, who was the senior partner 
qv the Stott Woolen Milis, located at Stott- 
ville, NN. Y., in which the firm of W. L. Strong 
& Co. was largely interested, made it im- 
possible to negotiate the notes that were 
maturing, as both concerns were on the 
Paper. | 

“Mr. Stott died the day before Colonel 
Strong was buried. His death naturally com- 
plicated the situation, and it was thought 
that the relations between the two could be 
worked out more speedily,and better by the 
process of a receivership than they could 
nave; been cleared up by the remaining part- 
ners.’ 

Mr. Van Brunt, a lawyer and close friend 
of Colonel Strong, said: 

“We cannot tell now the extent of the 
failure. Owing to Colonel Strong’s long ill- 
ness the books were not kept written up and 
are away behind. It will be some time before 
we know exactly where the firm stands.”

In His Offics Forty-five Minutes. 

The Mayor said he knew Mr. Burke was a 
good-Inspector, and he knew he spent his 
time In his office and not at the Democratic 
headquarters. He said that if ever he want- 
ed Mr. Burke beiweeh 7:30 and 8:15 o'clock in 
the morning he called him up at the Oil In- 
spector’s office in the Trude Building and 
found him there, which proved that Mr. 
Burke spent three-quarters of an hour each 
day in his office. 

It was additionai news to Mr. Burke and his 
friends to discover that the duties of Ol! 
Inspector extend over a wider range than the 
mere testing of oil. In the absence of any 
other specified authority it is accepted as 
the duty of the Oil Inspector to enforce the 
observance of sections of the “oils” or- 
dinances which are for the protection of 
property. It was not generally known in the 
City Hall,, outside of the law department, 
that restriétions were placed on the storing 
ef oll. 

Some Things He Should Do. 

In addition to making the fire tests it is 
the duty of the Oil Inspector, however, to 
see that not more than five berreis of ol] are 
kept in any building inside the corporate 
limits of the city, except in buifldings es- 
pecially constructed for the purpose. It is 
net lawful to keep any quantity exceeding 
one barrel of fifty gallons in any building 
excepting in a cellar the floor of which is 
at least five feet below street:grade. It is 
provided further that ro oils shall be stored 
on wharfs or kept in front of any building 
for a longer time than necessary for Its de- 
livery. 

These are some of the specifications in the 
ordinance of which Mr. Burke has enforce- 
ment, which are alleged to be violated fre- 
quently. The excuse is made that enforce- 
ment would require the active labors of a 
man during an entire working day, and Mr. 
Burke's politics will not permit such close 
application. 

“It is not necessary to prove that Burke 
pays any more attention to his position than

City Hall official. “If it is proven that he 
does the work better than any of his prede- 
cessors that Is ail the present administra- 
tlon need care about.”

That the crime of murder was committed 
by an employé of the national government is 
not doubted by officials, for the body couid 
have been concealed by no other than a barge 
oftice official. The report of the case is with- 
held.

MAN BURIED IN A WELL. 


LIVES, ALTHOUGH TONS OF SAND 


ARE ABOVE HIS HEAD. 


Thomas McPketers of Palestine, I11., Is 
Caught in a Peculiar Prison — At- 
tempts at Rescue Only Result in 
Piling Higher Barrier Which 
Threatens Suffocation—Food Passed 
Down Through Small Openirg—Tun- 
nel Will Be Dug to Captive. 


Sullivan, Ind., Nov. 13.~—[Special.]—Under 
a thin platform of boards, piled high with 
tons of sand, at the bottom of a thirty-foot 
well on a farm near here, Thomas McPheters 
is lying awaiting a rescue, which now seems 
impessible. To see the light of day again the 
man must sustain life until another well can 
be dug some distance from the one in whith 
he is imprisoned and a tunnel cut to connect 
the two shafts. All efforts to remove the 
sand from above McPheters have proved 
futile, another cave-in following each at- 
tempt at rescue by this means. 

McPheters, who is a resident of Palestine, 
IilL., at noon yesterday had just completed 
the work on a well he was digging for Farm- 
er Schichter at Gills Prairie, nine miles 
southwest of here, and was removing the 
timbers when a bed of quicksand forced in 
the wooden wail, catching the digger and 
holding him a prisoner. His assistants, at 
the top of the well, attempted to remove the 
sand, but as fast as it was hurled out more 
sand took its place, the heap increasing in 
depth at every new cave-in. 

At first McPheters conversed with his 
would-be rescuers and gave what directions 
he could in regard to their work. Finally he 
failed to answer their questions, and it was 
decided he had been smothered. This morn- 
ing, when an investigation was made to iearn 
the chances of recovering the body a faint 
voice was heard and it was discovered the 
man still was alive. A small opening through 
the sand at one side of the well permitted air 
to reach McPheters and this afternoon the 
rescue party succeeded in passing food and 
drink to the imprisoned man, 

The last desperate effort to reach Mc- 
Pheters was decided upon this evening and 
work at once was begun on the new well, 
through which it is hoped to bring him. Itis 
doubtful if he can survive until the shaft and 
tunnel are completed, and the gangs now at 
work fear only a corpse will be found when 
they reach the bottom of the old well.

INDIANA COAL FIBLD IDLE 


HOISTING ENGINEERS’ 
§TOPS WORE. 


Ten Operators Agree to Demand, but 
Others Stand Firm—Chance for Se- 
rious Clash if United Mine Workers 
Espouse Cause of Other Union, but 

That Organization Seems Deter- 
mined to Not Become with 


the Trouble. | ‘ 


Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—Of 
the 8,500 miners in the State less than 2,000 
went to work this morning, but the strike of 
the hoisting engineers may be settled by the 
end of the week. Today ten of the Indiana 
operators signed the Lllinois scale, and wi!! 
pay the wages demanded by the engineers for 
ene year. Eight of the operators who signed 
the new wage scale today operate mines in 
the Evansville district. The other two were 
the owners of the White Ash mine at Hy- 
mera and the Whitsett mines at Su:livan. 
There is a possibility of united action upon 
the part of the block and bituminous oper- 
ators to sign the scale. 

District President Van Horn of the United 
Mine Workers of America stated tonight that 
the officials of that organization would re- 
main neutral, as the settlement of the present 
Jificulty is not within the jurisdiction of tne 
United Mine Workers. 

‘The bituminous mines on the Vandalia 
east of here and most of those at Clinton were 
&t work this morning because the engineess 
did not go out or because the operators them- 
selves acted as engineers, but the reports 
from all other parts of the bituminous field, 
as well as from the block field, which is con- 
fined to Clay County, are that the mines are 
idle. There are 2,500 block coal miners and 
U,u00 bituminous ooal miners in the State. 

The significance of the strike is in the pos- 
sible action of the miners if the operators 
undertuwke tv start operations with non- 
union engineers. 

National President Mitcheil of the United 
Mine Workers telegraphed to ask If the In- 
diana officials of the United Mine Workers 
had been consulted, and Secretary Kennedy 


' repiied they had not. Secretary Kennedy says 


the sirike will bring the engineers and miners 
under one jurisdiction. It is impossible, he 
says, for either organization to enforce its 
scale when their contracts bear different 
dates. He would not say the miners would 
support the engineers, but he did say the 
miners wiil refuse to work with I{mpractical 
engincers, as it would be too dangerous, 


Block Coal Field Idle. 

Brazil, Ind., Nov. 13.—[{Special. ]—At a meet- 
ing today the hoisting engineers in the block 
coal field decided to strike and ali the mines 
are idle. The leading operators here declare 
they will not concede the engineers’ demands 
of higher wages and an eight-hourday. The 
miners, it is understood, will do all they can 
to induce the engineers to return to work. 


All Out at Clinton. 

‘Clinton, Ifd.. Nov. 13.--[Special.J—The 
nine mines of Clinton will be idle until the 
difference between the hoisting engineers 
and the coal operators is adjusted. This will 
throw about fourteen hundred Clinton miners 
out of employment. Two of the mines were 
running today, and for a time it was feared 
trouble would come of the aitempt. At 
mine No. 4 one of the operators run the en- 
gine and at the Klondike a non-union man 
was placed at the throttie. The miners are 
divided on the issue of striking with the en- 
gineers. 


NOTED FILIBUSTER IS DEAD. 


Captain John D. Hart, Who Won Fame 
in Cuban Revolution, Succumbs 


‘to Apoplexy. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
Captain John D. Hart of Cuban filibustering 
fame and formerly owner of the famous 
steamship Bermuda, died this morning of 
apoplexy. 

Prior to the Cuban revolution Captain Hart 
was little known outside of shipping circles, 
but then began his career asa filibuster. As 
a director of these expeditions he was one of 
the boldest and most successful. 

Not only did Hart's Bermuda attract world- 
wide fame as a blockade runner, but his 
Laurada became equally famous. 

During the whole of the year 1806 the 
Laurada plowed its way to the Cuban coast 
at regular intervals, laden with arms and 
ammunition for the Cubans. When the 
Spanish representatives finally succeeded in 
placing the indisputable evidence before the 
United States aythorities the Laurada’s yse- 
fuiness ceased. 

When the excitement subsided the Laurada 
niade several attempts to get into the legi:i- 
mate transatlantic trade, but with no suc- 
cess. Finally, on March 17, 1808. the vessel 
ieft this port to engage in the Klondike 
scrvice. 

Captain Hart was convicted of participating 
in’ the filibustering expedition of the Laurada 
to Cuba in December, 1896, and was sen- 
tenced on March 8, 1807, to two years in the 
Eastern Penitentiary, a fine of $500, and the 
costs of prosecution. A vigorous effort was 
made by his coun$el to secure a reversal of 
the judgement of the District Court, and 
during the, litigation Hart three times was 
surrendered by his rbondsmen. 

On-Feb. 24, 1808, the order of the court was 
put into execution and Hart was taken to the 
Eastern Penitentiary to serve out his sen- 
tence. On June 10 of the same year Presi- 
dent McKinley, on the recommendation of 
Attorney General John W. Griggs, pardoned 
Hart. The granting of the’ pardon was sard 
to be largely due to the unremitting efforts 
of Mrs. Hart, who made repeated visits to 
Washington for the purpose. 

Captain Hart was born in Accomac County, 
Va.. forty-one years ago, and succeeded his 
father,in the fruit business at Baltimore 
eignieen years ago. His first steamer he 
named Laurada, after his two daughters. 
Laura and Ada.

Legality of Action of Legislature 
and Methods in Campaign 
Are in Dispute. 


CREDENTIALS LAID ASIDE. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—[Special. j— 
J. 8. C. Blackburn, who recently was re- 
elected to the United States Senate by the 
Kentucky Legislature, may never take his 
seat in that budy. The right to his seat wil! 
be inquired into thoroughly and the method 
used in securing his eiection probed to the 
bettom. 

Blackburn owes his election to the opersa- 
tions of the Goebel law, which is objection- 
ubie to all Repub.icans. 

While no definite plan has been agreed upon 
by the Republican members of the Senate to 
bar out the Kentuckian, they will make sure 
that Mr. Blackburn is entitled to his seat be- 
fore he is allowed to take the oath of office. 
This was evidenced when his credentials 
were presented to the Senate before the last 
session of Congress came to a ciose. At that 
time they were referred to the Confmittee on 
Privileges and Elections, which will conduct 
the investigation. 

It would be a hard matter to form a plaa 
among the Repubficans or any other party tu 
bar out a man who holds the credentials of a 
Governor of a State from a term in the 
Senate. The United States Sefiate does not 
dv business that way. But it always investi- 
gates an election case thoroughly befure ar- 
riving at a conclusion. This has been shown 
by the Clark case, which was probed to tne 
buiteia. 

While Senator-elect Blackburn may never 
again enter the Senate, the denial of a seat 
to him will not be through a combination 
aguinst him, but upon facts developed at an 
investigation which shows he was not elected 
honestly.

SHOT BY MAN 


BERNARD HOTZEL RECEIVES A 
BULLET WOUND IN HEAD. 


Injured Man Said to Be One of a Party 
of Six Which Attacked Jas. Aldrich 
and a Companion in North Halsted 
Street—Three Arrests Made—Dele- 
gates Who Will Represent the Lake 

Seamen's Union at Boston Conven- 
tion Made Known—Laber Affairs. 


An attack oA two non-union workmen last 

evening resulted in one man being shot. The 
arirval of the police prevented further 
trouble, The injured man is Bernard Hot- 
zel, alias Huttsel, said to be one of, the at- 
tacking party. He was shot in the right 
temple, but.the bullet‘took a glancing course 
and lodged in the jaw, inflicting a severe 
wound. 
. The trouble grew out of a strike at the 
Philip Rinn company's planing mill, Divis- 
joh and Crosby streets. James Aldrich, a 
‘non-union carpenter, and Jacobd Lutz, an en- 
gineer employed in the mill, started for home 
after the mill shut down. While on North 
Halsted street, between Vedder and Divis- 
jon streets, they were accosted by six men. 
Alérich, who is a war veteran and 60 years 
old, was being roughly handléa, whén he 
drew a revolver and fired six shots. One of 
the bullets struck Hotzel and he fell to the 
ground, 

The assaulting party then made its escape, 
‘the injured man regaining his feet and fol- 
lowing his companivuns. He was arrested 
by Officers Clund and 'Massewet, together 
with Peter Reiger and David Westerville. 
a was taken to the County Jail Hos- 
pital, 

Another member of the attacking party, 
said to be named Fuchs, is said to have been 
wounded in the head, but whether by a shot 
or blow from a fist is not known.

FOOTS UP MARINE DISASTERS. 


Life-Saving Service Superintendent Re- 
ports on the Work for the 
Last Year. 


Washington, I, C., Nov. 13.—8. I. Kimbali, 
general superintendent of the ilife-saving 
service. in his annual report to Secretary 
Gage says that at the close of the fiscal year 
the establishment embraced 269 stations, 

“44 being on the Atlantic, 5S on the lakes, 14 
on the Pacific, and 1 at the falls of the Ohio, 
at Louisville, Ky. 

The number of disasters to documented ves- 
sels within the field of operations of the serv- 
ice during the year was 364. There were on 
hoard those vessels 2,655 persons, of whom 
2.607 were saved and 48 lost. Six hundred 
and seventy-ihree shipwrecked persons re- 
ceived succor at the stations, to whom 1,447 
days’ relief in the aggregate was afforded. 
The number of vessels totally lost was 61. 

In addition to the foregoing there were 
during the year 329 casualties tu small craft, 
such as smal! yachts, sailboats, rowboats, 
ete., on board of which were 781 persons, of 
whom five were lost. - 

Beside the number of persons saved frotm 
vessels of all kinds there were 505 others 
rescued who had fallen from wharves, piers, 
and other positions of extreme peril, many of 
whom would have perished without the aid 
of the ilfe-saving crews. Five hundred and 
fouriecn of these were rescued from dwelling 
rnouses, vutbuildings, and other elevated 
places submerged wholly ‘or in part by the 
terrible flood of the Brazos River in Texas, 
July to 12,

FEAR TO PASS NEGRO LAW 


GEORGIA LEGISLATORS WILL PUT 
OFF ACTION FOR A YEAR. 


Effect in North of Another State's Dis- 
franchisement of the Blacks Is the 
Cause of the Delay—Threat to Cut 
Down Sotth’'s Representation in 
Congress Effective—Freedman’s Aid 
Society Discusses Treatment of Col- 
ored Voters by the Whites. 


Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 13.—[Special.]—The bill 
of Representative T. W. Hardwick of Wash- 
ington County, which contemplates the dis- 
franchisement of the negro voters of the 
State, was introduced in the House today, 
but it is expected to meet with little favor, 
as the lawmakers fear the effect it would 
have in the North. The bill, at least, will 
not come up for action at this session, for 
the reason that another bill has been intro- 
duced calling a constitutional convention 
for next July, and itis Mr. Hardwick's inten- 
tion to tight his measure before this con- 
vention, if it be called. 

The present indications are unfavorable 
to the passage of the convention bill. Should 
this chance fall him, Mr. Hardwick will at- 
tempt to get his disfranchisement bill 
through the Legislature next year, members 
in Georgia being elected for two years. 

The provisions of this measure are prac- 


tically the same as those prevailing in North 
Carolina, Louisiana, and Misstssippi. 
vides that negroes shall not vote unless they 


cen read and write a paragraph of the fed- | 


era! constitution, with the proviso that if the 
plicant has property, the amount of which 
is to be determined subsequently, he shall be 
qualified to vote. The bill also contains the 
celebrated and widely denounced “ grand- 
father clause.” 


Bill Defeated at Last Session. 

Last year, contrary to all expectations, this 
measure received only three votes, the negro 
press and clergy bringing all their influence 
to bear to defeat its passage. The stock of 
the bill took an upward trend when Governor 
Candler, in his annua! message a few weeks 
ago, recommended that suffrage in this State 
be restricted. He held that unless some such 
step is taken within a limited time the negro 
will hold the balance of power in the State. 

Since the Republican leaders of the nation 
have made open threats to reduce Southern 
Congressional representation on account of 
the widespread -disfranchisement of the 
negro the conservative members of both 
bodies of the’Legislature have evinced a 
reluctance to support the bill. Its friends 
hold that it is best to wait another year, and 
as it is probable the convention effort wil! 
meet defeat the negro voter in Georgia is 
safe for twelve months at least. 

Disfranchisement Is Discussed. 

New York, Nov. 13.—[Special.]—The feat- 
ure of the meeting today at Newark, N. J., 
of the Freedman’'s Aid and Southern Educa- 
tional soclety was a discussion of the dis- 


franchisement acts in the South. Some of. 


the speakers suggested the work among 
the whites In the States which had passed 
disfranchisement’' laws should be _ in- 
creased rather than diminished. Levi Gi!- 
bert, editor af the Western Christian Ad- 
vocate, counseled moderation. He said the 
Southern people made no pretense of dis- 
guising the objects of these measures, but 
that so far as the actual language of the 
statutes went there was no discrimination 
set forth in so many words. He believed in 
strengthening the bonds that were holding 
the North and South together. Bishop Fow- 
ler had criticised Booker T. Washington for 
trading the rights of the colored man for 
peace, but for his part he was not sure but 
that Washington was right. 


Fears Trouble May Follow. 

Secretary Mason also said that he believed 
in preserving good feeling between the North 
and South, but if in establishing that good 
feeling the North and South planned to leave 
the colored man out, he could foretell there 
would be trouble. Ifa man gave up his rights 
in this country. he said, he was unlikely ever 
tu get them back again. 

Bishop D. A. Goodsell said Booker T. Wash- 
ington did not deserve credit for originating 
the idea of industrial education in the South, 
for the whole society had done that thirty 
years ago, but the speaker was inclined to 
think that his educational idea was right. He 
snid that he believed that any community of 
the white race in the North that was ruled by 
another race by a majority of numbers would 
resist to the point of revolution. 

“ | will tell the colored men.” he said, “ that 
every word of war they speak now will make 
the elevation of thetr race more difficult in the 


end.”’

COLD WAVE COMES FROM 
NORTHWEST AND BRINGS 
A TOUCH OF WINTER. 


Temperature Falls Rapidly in Chicago 
and Gales Prevail on the Lakes—Ves- 
sels Forced to Put Back for Shelter— 
Snow Accompanies the Wind. 


One of the coldest waves that Chicago has 
experienced In early November for several 
seasons came down from the Nortiwest yes- 
terday and last night. Lake navigation. 
which has been continued later than usual 
because of the open weather, was practical- 
ly tied up for twenty-four hours. Storm sig- 
nals were displayed at all ports on the great 
lakes and the few vessels that ventured out 
oe hurrying back to shelter in a short 
time. 

The thermometer. which registered 44° 
on the Auditorium tower at midnight on Mon- 
day, fell steadily all day yesterday. and Pro- 
fessor Cox thought it might go as low as 16° 
above this morning. Today will be cold and 
generally fair. The weather is expected to 
moderate toward night, with possibly some 
clouds, 

The snow fiurries. which rave early morn- 
ing yesterday the appearance of a well-ad- 
vanced winter day. were only fragments of 
the sterm on the Michigan coast. At Grand 
Haven a fall of three inches of snow was 
recorded. In some parts of Chicago .the 
ground was covéred with ‘snow for two or 
three hours. 

All-over the great lakes yesterday a north- 
west gale prevailed. In Chicago the wind 
blew thirty-six miles an hour. At Cleveland 
the wind blew forty-four miles an hour and 
at Buffalo forty-six miles. 

The steamer Wawatam. loaded with grain, 
which tried to leave Chicago in the morning, 
sought anchorage under the breakwater dur- 
ing the day. The steamer I. N. Foster, with 
the barges Alert and Advance, came in after 
a short and unsuccessful attempt to brave 
the weather. The schooners C. J. Magill and 
J. M. Mason were obliged to run back into 
port after starting north. 

The ‘‘ windy corner ’’ below Masonic Tem- 
ple reminded the crowds of shoppers of real 
winter. The northwest wind surged around 
the building and down Randolph street with

BARBER SHOP MANAGE

Probably Successful Attempt at Suicide 
- Made by William Trapp Leads Police 
to at First Suspect Murder—Girl Ends 


Her Own Life. 


Despondent by reason of separation from 
his wife, Wiliam Trapp, manager of a barber 
shop at 78 Twenty-fourth street, turned on 
the gas in the shop at an early hour yesterday 
morning and then shot himself, He probably 
will die. The police at first believed that 
murder and robbery had been attempted, 
but soon abandoned the theory.

Dollar Lease Offer. 


The Board of Education will have two 
important questions for consideration at to- 
night's meeting, the proposal of Stumer, 
Rosenthal & Eckstein to lease for $55,000 
the school property at the nofthwest cor- 
ner of State and Monroe streets, and the 
recommendation from the joint Management 
and Finance committee that all departments 
of the public schools be kept open the full 
term.. .Leading members of the board say 
that on the first of these questions action 
will be deferred for two weeks. 

President Harris said: *“‘ The bid will un- 
doubtedly go over until another meeting, in 
order to give the board an opportunity to 
properly consider the offer.” 

The question of continuing the schoois was 
practically decided in the committee meet- 
ing held on Monday afternoon, and it is be- 
lieved the board will adopt the recommenda- 
tion. af the trustees, however, 
promise to bring the plans for raising the 
money into question.

Lord 
Ripon is exceedingly wealthy, his income 
from land alone being estimated at half a 
million dollars a year, and although both 
he and Lady Ripon, who gare strait-laced 
people with old-fashioned ideas of dignity, 
thoroughly disapproved of their only son’s 
marriage, yet they not only arranged to pay 
off her Uabilities, but likewise to furnish him 
with a sufficiently large allowance to enable 
both him and her to live in the utmost luxury.

THE DEMANDS UPON CHINA. 
Representatives of the powers at Pekin 
have formulated the terms for. an ulti- 
matum to the Chinese imperial government, 
in which the execution of eleven Princes 
and Governors is a leading item. The 
United States government is not prepared 
to go so far in the execution of Chinamen 
as some foreign powers, and the fact has 
drawn some uncomplimentary remarks from 
the London Times and its New York cor- 
respondent. The Times reminds the Amer- 
jicans of the blood of their countrymen that 
flowed during the Boxer riots and urges 
them not to be “ deluded by a pitiful appeal 
in behalf of Chinese’ sensibilities tele- 
graphed from the seat of government.” 
The United States government is not 
‘influenced by these “ pitiful appeals,” but 
it is taking a amore practical and common 
sense view of the Chinese affair than the 
foreign powers. The Ministers at Pekin 
are undoubtedly influenced by a keen re- 
membrance of their own unpleasant experi- 
ences during the siege of the Pekin legations. 
This has, perhaps, led them to think more 
of the past than of the future. The United 
States declared officially last July that the 
guilty parties in China must be punished, 


| but the method of punishment must de- 


pend upon the practical elements in the 
case. Security for the future is more im- 
portant often than retribution for the 
past, and the punishment demanded should 
not be such as to defeat the . more im- 
portant question at issue. There is rea- 
son to believe that the severe and partially 
impossible demands contemplated by the 
powers would do more harm than good. 
This.is the reason why the American gov- 
ernment has wisely refrained from indors- 
ing it. 

‘There“1s regson to fear that if the pleni- 
potentiaries Ao not abate their demands 
they may defeat their own aims and place 
themselves in an awkward predicament, 
The first requisite for the success of their 
negotiations is that there shall be a central 
Chinese government to deal with. Their 
scheme of retribution strikes at the founda- 
tions of the existing dynasty. There are 
features that are impossible to carry out, 
and even if they could be carried out it 
would probably be at the expense of an 
internal revolution and a reign of chaos, 
Two of the men whose death is demanded 
are practically stronger than the Emperor 
himself. These are Yu Hsien, the Governor 
of Shansi, in which province the Emperor 
and Empress Dowager have taken refuge, 
and Tung Fu Hsiang, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Chinese army. Against these 
two men the Emperor and Empress are 
powerless. These two subordinates are in 
a position to control the situation and pro- 
tect their own heads even at the expense 
of a revolution. This practical aspect of 
the case must be considered, and it is folly 
to make a bad matter worse by insisting 
that the Emperor and Empress Dowager 
shail do the impossible. 

The integrity of China and the estab- 
lishment of a stable government is more 
important than the decapitation of the anti- 
foreign. Princes and Viceroys. The United 
States did the wisest thing when it with- 
drew most of its forces from Pekin and 
refused to take part’ in the later punitive 
expeditions into the surrounding country. 
It is taking the wisest course in holding 
‘aloof from inexpedient items in the present 
program of retribution. Nothing is more 
likely than this to strengthen the position 
of the United States in China, and nothing 
ought more éurely to strengthen our posi- 
tion everywhere. 


CRIME AND COLD WEATHER. 

When cold weather begins street rob- 
beries suddenly become frequent. SEither 
there is an influx of hard cases from the 
country to the city when the life of the 
tramp becomes chilly and disagreeable, or 
the shorter days give more hours to foot- 
pads in which to work. It so happens that 
nearly every year there is about this time 
what is popularly called an “ epidemic” 
or “carnival of crime.” Men and women 
are stopped on the streets and forced by 
threats or violence to give up their proper- 
ty. The community takes alarm, asserts 
that there never was so much crime be- 
fore, and denounces the police force for its 
inefficiency. 

No one will contend that that force is 
perfect, but it does not deserve all the 
censures which it ig receiving during this 
November or which have been showered 
upon it~ during preceding Novembers. 
Naturally, the person who has been “ held 
up” or whose premises have been robbed 
is not willing to listen to excuses which 
may be made for the police, He cannot 
understand why a patrolman did not sud- 
denly make bis appearance as the foot- 
pads began work or why a patrolman was 
not on hand when housebreakers entered 
his premises. The individual who has not 
been robbed must be willing to-concede 
that the police cannot be omnipresent and 
that the taxpayers will not hand over the 
money it would require to have a patrolman 
for every two or three blocks. 

In a large city like this, with its con- 
siderable criminal population, there must 
always be more or less robbery and burglary. 
The criminals have the advantage of the 
police in that they know the latter aid 
can keep watch of their movements. The 
police are not acquainted with all the 
criminals and cannot keep a constant eye 
op those they are acquainted with. It 
would be a great convenience if all the evil- 
doers who.are known to the police could 
be locked up or banished, but that can- 
not lawfully be done. Burglars and rob- 
They do not notify. 
the police of the exploits they intend to per- 
form and invite the latter to attend the 
ceremonies. They commit a crime and 
leave it to the police to catch the perpetra- 
tors if they can. 

In this the police are, as a rule, tolerably 
successful. They have caught some of 
the “holdup” men who have been at work 
recently. They will probably catch others 
in the course of time, When some offenders 
have been caught and jailed many criminals 
will become more cautious and there will 
be a decrease in the number of street rob- 
beries. About the only victims will be 
those who are where they ought not to 
be or who have been drinking a little teo 
much. 

Chicago policemen have no love for bur- 
giars or robbers. They are eager to lay 
bands om them and do so fearlessly when- 
ever they get a chance. It cannot fairly 
be said to be their fault that they do not

do so oftener. Doubtless there are indi- 


vidual exceptions, but as « body they do the 
best they cap under the circumstances. 


AMERICAN ART ONLY. 

The promoters of the Pan-American ex- 
hibition at Buffalo for 1901 have taken a 
gratifying step in rescinding their origina! 


| decision to exhibit both European and 


American works of art and. restricting the 
exhibit to American works alone. Had they 
carried out the art scheme as originally pro- 
posed the ‘title of the exhibition, “ Pan- 
American,” would have been a misnomer. 
As the Columbian Exposition demon- 
strated, it will be useless to expect much 
of an art display from Central or South 
America. The people of*those countries 
have inherited but little from Spanish art 
of any kind. But it should be possible to 
make a highly creditable exhibition of the 
art of the United States, which under the 
decision also includes’the works of Amer- 
ican artists residing abroad, Whistler, Sar- 
gent, Hitchcock, and others. The scheme 
of the galleries as outlined includes paint- 
ings, sculpture, architecture and drawings, 
engravings, etchings, and other details of 
illustration. In every one of these depart- 
ments American art is making solid progress 
and can afford to stand alone. The land- 
scape work of American painters is attract- 
ing attention all over Europe, and St. Gau- 
dens, Macmonnies, and French have taken 
a high place in sculpture. As to archi- 
tecture, the palaces around the Court of 
Honor |at the Columbian Exposition must 
be surpassed before the United States will 
vacate first place. In engraving, etching, 
and all kinds of black and white work our 
artists| have yet to meet their superiors. 
It is expected that collectors and galleries 
will enhance the interest of the exhibit by 
their best works. While the pur- 


loanin 
pose of the management is te exhibit the 
progress of American art from 1876 to the 
present time, it is intimated that an exhibi- 
tion will also be made of the works of the 


older American painters. It is to be hoped 
the intimation is correct. The exhibition 
of the older American masters at the 
World's Fair in this city was of extraor- 
dinary interest, and a similar one at the 
Pan-American fair, showing the develop- 
ment of the art from the days of Stuart 
and brandt Peale to the present, would 
not only be popularly attractive but educa- 
tional in the dighest sense. 

The announcement that this art exhibi- 
tion will be confined to American works 
will ppt American artists on their mettle. 
The knowledge that they will not have to 
compete with Europeans, but only with each 
other, will inspire them to better work, 
and they will naturally take more interest 
in their work. The influence of such an 


exhibition will be far reaching and cannot 
but make for their advantage, both finan- 
cially and artistically, if a proper discrim- 
ination is made in the admissions. 


G@ CAMPAIGN FUNDS. | 
There is nothing altogether new in what 
anagers of the Democratic County 
committee allege to be a statement of the 
amount and sources of their campaign re- 
peceipts That candidates as such usually 
make! campaign contributions far beyond 
what they would make as private members 
of their party is only too well known. 

Still, it is difficult not to experience a cer- 
tain shock and sense of alarm from 
explicit and authoritative statement that 
candidates for Congress, for the Legisla- 
ture, the Drainage board, the County board, 
State’s Attorney, Recorder, County Sur- 
veyor, Board of Review, Superior Court, 
and Probate Court are all regularly assessed 
fixed amounts, and that $26,050, or nearly 
four-fifths of the campaign fund ‘of the 
committee named, is. asserted to have been 
raised in that way—only $8,200 being ad- 
mitted to have been received from “ other 
sources.” 

Many fervid denunciations were uttered 
a a and a half ago, when the fact was 


brought out before the Mazet committee 
that didates for the bench in New York 
City weré assessed by Tammany Hall and 
usually paid $16,000 apiece. This local 


| committee alleges that its candidates for 


the Superior Court were assessed and paid 
$1,000 each, and that the candidate for Pro- 
bate (Court was assessed and paid $500. 
Indeed, the judicial ticket appears to have 
been the only group which paid its assigned 
quota in full—a fact which suggests on the 
one hand a certain sort of personal honor 
and on the other a full recognition of the 
propriety of such payments. 

Contributions may seem more serious in 
the of candidates for Judgeships than 
in case of other candidates, but there 
is at most only a difference in degree be- 
tween the menace through any lowering 
of integrity on the bench and the menace of 
corruption in the County board, the Drain- 
age board, the State’s Attorney’s office, or, 
indeed, in any other public office having to do 
with important interests. 

There are objections on the score of real 
democracy to the raising of campaign funds 
f wealthy individuals or corporations, 
since such contributions must of course tend 
to propagate the views of the givers and 
not necessarily those of the great majority 
of the voters. But about the peculiar po- 
litical dangers of having such funds raised 
from candidates for office there can be no 
slightest uncertainty. This fact has been 
not only recognized but acted upon in Great 
Britain, where a member of Parliament can 
be instantly unseated for such a “ corrupt 
practice.” 

That legislation of an effective sort on 
this subject is required fn this State is a 
tion the reasonableness of which 
no advocacy. 


VOTING IN PORTO RICO. : 
first election in Porto Rico under 
the new civil government was held last 
wee The thirty-five members of the 
Chamber of Deputies and the commissioner 
to this country were chosen. The conduct 
of a large portion of the electorate illus- 
trates strikingly the difference between 
Porto Ricans, who have had no training 
iu self-government, and Americans. | 
General Davis, the Military Commander 
in Porto Rico, was examined at length be- 
fore the Senate committee on the Pacific 
Islands and Porto Rico early in the year. 
He said at that time that among Latin-- 
Americans wherever he had observed them 
“the willingness of the minority to accept 
the will of the majority seems to be en- 
tirely lacking. Privileges they al! desire, 
but they seem to have little conception of 
political responsibility.” The General told 
the committee of his experience with an 
advisory council he had made up out of 
members of the two predominant politica! 
parties. He asked this.council to suggest 
the names of seven men as census super- 
visors. Soon after three of the members 
of the council, all members of one politica! 
party, tendered their resignations. Their 
reason for doing so was that the majority 
had suggested the names of persons sot 
in sympathy with them and had overruled 


them. 
At the recent Porto Rican election 58,000 
votes were cast for the Republican cap- 
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of the Federal. These ate the successors 
respectively of the Autonomist and the 
Libera! parties of earlier days, the one 
having stood in the main for self-govern- 
ment and the other for codperation with 
the Spanish monarchy. At the time of 
the American occupation the latter party 
was in power, Sefior Munoz Rivera, its 
leader, being at the head of the Council 
of Secretaries, which controlled the island. 
This council or Cabinet was abolished by 
the American Military Governor, and 
Sefior Rivera and his party have since 
then maintained an attitude of protest 
toward the American conduct of affairs. 

The Federals did not cast so few votes 
because they were in.a hopeless minority, 
but because they deliberately abstained 
from voting. The right to vote was given 
to all who can read or write or who bave 
$25 worth of personal property. Of the 
200,000 adult males 100,000 were entitled 
to the ballot. Only a little more than half 
voted. The Federal contingent refused to 
do so on the ground that the seven electoral 
districts ‘into which the island has been 
divided were gerrymandered to their dis- 
advantage. Presumably they must have 
been in the majority in some of the districts, 
but they refused to elect any of the members 
of the Chamber of Deputies because they 
could not elect a majority. Under similar 
circumstances an American party would 
have protested vigorously, but would have 
polled all the votes and elected all the can- 
didates it could. 

It is evident that Porto Ricans are not 
ready yet for a form of government which 
would give them a greater measure of self- 
government than was bestowed on them by 
the law under which they havé just elected 
the lower branch of their local Legislature. 

BULLETINS ON ADMINISTRATION. 

It is foolishness_to expect the ordinary 
voter to act intelligently upon a long list 
of names like the one presented to him at 
the recent election and at most popular 
elections. The most fundamental obstacle 
in the way of successful popular government 
is the frequent lack of intelligence on the 
part of voters respecting the men and sub- 
jects with which elections are concerned. 
The most difficult fact to meet in advocating 
democratic government is the superficial 
knowledge, not to say the blank ignorance, 
of the populace concerning many public 
matters respecting which special knowledge 
is needed to enable one to pass upon their 
administration or to choose the persons best 
fitted to manage affairs. 

It is because of these considerations that 
the promise of the Citizens’ association, in 
a circular just issued to its members, that 
“a series of periodical bulletins” will be 
issued upon “ the workings of our municipal 
government as embodied in the City Coun- 
cil, the Civil Service commission, the Board 
of County Commissioners, and the Board 
of Trustees of the Sanitary District,” is of 
unusual interest. The circular, which bears 
the signature of the new President, Mr. 
George E. Cole, and the new Secretary, 
Mr. Hoyt King, refers to the important 
work which each of these public bodies 
will have in hand during the next year, 
and announces the purpose of the associa- 
tion to take effective measures to promote 
publicity respecting their proceedings. 

The Secretary will give his whole time 
to the affairs of the association, and, while 
it is to be hoped that the useful attention 
heretofore given to the prosecution of regis- 
tration and election frauds will not be less- 
ened, the educational work announced will, 
if carried out, be of peculiar value. Thera 
is a great and continuing need for accurate 
and popular information about the course 
of public administration, and particularly 
about matters involving questions of public 
policy. In recognition of this need, prom- 
ises of bulletins such as those indicated 
have more than once in the past been made 
from different quarters, but without ful- 
fillment. We shall look for the promises of 
this association to be made good. 


PARIS FAIR CLOSES. 

The fifth in the series of international ex- 
hibitions held in Paris by the French gov- 
ernment, substantially at eleven-year inter- 
vals, beginning in 1855, has just ‘closed, 
having registered an attendance of over 
50,000,000, as against 27,539,521 at the ex- 
position in this city in 1898, 25,121,975 in 
1889 at Paris, 16,032,725 at the same place 
in 1878, and. 9,910,906 at Philadelphia in 
1876. 

Aside from the matter of attendance, with 
its tremendous educational value, this ex- 
position was preéminent for its arrangement 
of exhibits. These were disposed with un- 
paralleled care and success so as to show 
not only the achievements of today but the 
development leading up thereto. They pre- 
sented a profile of the movement as well as 
a cross section of the present stage of civili- 
zation. 

In spite of the immense attendance, the 
exposition has been a dismal financial fail- 
ure. The popular bonds issued by the pro- 
moters are practically worthless. The con- 
cessions have not in a single instance paid 
for the running expenses and many of the 
concessionnaires are bankrupts. The spec- 
ulators in admission tickets are out of 
pocket, but no one will have much sympathy 
with them. Even some of the exhibiters 
who were unable to pay the heavy premiums 
demanded by the exposition company find 
their exhibits in the. hands of the Sheriff. 
The great attendance did not proportionate- 
ly increase receipts, because in the closing 
weeks of the exposition the prices of admis- 
sion were steadily decreased until at last 
the regular official tickets could be pur- 
chased for a few cents and street hawkers 
virtually gave them away. The financial 
failure is also due to poor management. 
The French people did little or nothing to 
advertise the exposition. The neighboring 
nation of Great Britain, whose friendship 
and patronage should have been courted, 
was alienated by a series of unfriendly at- 
tacks, and British attendance was far be- 
hind that of other prominent nations. The 
government has easily recouped itself, ac- 
cording to the statement of M. Hanotaux, 
ex-Minister of Foreign Affairs, who points 
with pride to an increase in Treasury re- 
ceipts for this year of nearly $20,000,000, 
to a large increase in the octroi duties, and to 
certain features of the exposition which will 
be saved for the beautifying of the city, 
and boasts in a peculiarly Parisian way that 
there has been “a general toilet of the city, 
which has contributed to its brilliancy 
and beauty.” > 

It is pleasant to know that are to 
be some lasting and worthy monuments of 
this great epitome of human progress left 
on the spot where it occurred. Paris hasa 
characteristic way of making room tem- 
porarily within its own confined limits for 
such expositions, and also of so managing 
that each one shall leave some permanent 
embellishment of its public life. The 
Trocadero is a legacy from the exposition 
of 1878, the Eiffel tower remains from that 
of eleven years ago, and, in accordance with 
deliberate plans in advance, the great green- 
houses and the beautiful art palaces used 
for the fair which has just closed are to 
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remain as permanent additions to the city.

Philadelphia has one building in Fair- 
mount Park left over from the Centennial 
exposition, and the German Building in our 
own Jackson Park is a cherished remnant 
from 1803. These structures, however, re- 
mote in location and modest in character, 
are not to be compared in public significance 
with the Parisian legacies. 

While, therefore, the exterior of this last 
world’s fair was far less impressive than 
that of the “ White City,” its disappear- 
ance will not be sO complete, and its recol- 
lection will be perpetuated and kept vivid by 
the permanent and easily accessible build- 
ings which will remaiu therefrom to Paris.

- With these settlements occurring annually 
and being. observed sincerely there is a con- 
stantly increasing good feeling between 
workmen and employers. 

It is the duty of the Indiana Board of Arbi- 
tration to offer arbitration ywhenever the 
board finds trouble existing, and when the 
parties to the dispute accept the proffered 
service they must’sign an agreement to abide 
by the result. The award of the arbitrators 
is Nied with the Circuit Court, and if one of 
the parties refuses to fulfill the award within 
five Gays the court can be appealed to and 
can enforce the award. Such'business has 
precedenco over ali other business of the 
court, and if the court is too busy another 
Judge can be assigned to the duty of acting 
upon the case.
